I beg to report that ip accordance with your instruc- 
tions I have audited the accounts and records of the Bassano Munici- 
pal Hospital District No. 6 for the year ended 3lst December 1939, and 
have prepared for your information the attached Cash Statement. Rev- 
enue Account; and Balance Sheet ag at 31st December 1939. 

The Cash Statement records all cash transactions for 
the period, regardless of whether such items concern the Revenue and 
Oxpense for that period, The Revenue Account shows all the Earned 
Income and all the Expenses for the year 1939 regardless of whether 
al] the items were settled within the calendar year. 

The Revenue Account shows that the District, after 
providing the usual substantial Reserve for possible non-collection of 
Patients Accounts outstanding, but before providing any Annual Al- 
lowance for Depreciation of the Physical Assets, operated for year 
1939 at a Surplus of $548.05. 

In May 1939 the accrued Interest Coupons on the 
Alberta Provincial Government Bondg held by the District were cashed 
and $2743.75 used to purchase a further $5000.00 par value Province 
of Alberta Bonds issued bearing 4% but now being paid as 2 per cent 
annual interest semi-annually and payable as to principal in 1957. 
his investment brought the.total of the District’s Investments to the 
sum of $62000,00 par value, all in Province of Alberta Bonds. 

The Fire Insurance schedule adopted in 1938 was 
continued in 1939, with the addition of $2000.00 coverage on Personal 
Effects of the Hospital Nursing Staff contained in the Nurses Home, 
The actual policies were duly inspected with exception of the Public 
Liability policy which I was advised is in custody, for a period, of the 
Department of Public Health at Edmonton,

part of farmers in the district, he 
said, but the ultimate outcome is 
that the farmers taking part be. 
come better qualified’ fn their 
labours., The crop requires a 
strict rotation from year to year, 
and consequently, through its pro- 
perties, acts as a fertilizer to the 
soil, In the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation District this is aptly 
demonstrated, . Here a largeportion 
of the land is sown to sugar beets. 
Yet, according to figures, the. same 
quantity of wheat is grown, on 
less land, ‘as in the days previous 
to the growth of the beet industry, 

Mr, Charlesworth strongly em- 
Dhasized the fact that no subject 
was closer to his heart than the 
BE. I, D,, and stated he was con- 
development of the industry in the 
stantly striving to make arrange- 
ments to have a sugar factory es- 
tablished, He did not promise 
that he wouid be successful in his 
endeavour, but that if he wag, it 
would no doubt be through the co- 
operation of everyone living in the 
project.
